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tonight the richest man in the world a key player in an industry that's changing everybody's life microsoft bill 
gates joins us from seattle for the hour he's next on Mary King [Music] we're in Redmond Washington to kick 
off the new millennium what a guest to begin it all here on this January 1st 2000 Bill Gates the founder 
chairman and CEO of Microsoft Word Microsoft headquarters in Redmond Washington | mean | did using 
software to empower people whether it's letting them communicate new ways or create rich documents you 
know we saw that software was sort of an unlimited thing that we kind of understood most the people in the 
computer industry thought about the hardware piece but we we had last night was not where's the key key 
element and we knew we could could go or somewhere with it so you opened here because this was home 
well actually we our first customer it's a little company called MIT s at the time it was the first company with a 
KITT computer you could send in about $300 and he's got a bag of parts and if you were lucky enough to get 
it assembled right the lights would blink that was about all this thing could do but they liked about the 
beginning yeah we went down to them and showed them we had a software program called basic it 
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had a software program called basic it would let people write programs for their computer and so they 
became our first licensee how did you name this company well Paul and | talked about a lot of crazy name 
like you know incorporate we got limited software did we want our names be part of it but the most natural 
name was to say was was Microsoft to say that software for these new machines that were very personal in 
nature and so there'd be a range of software that was quite vast compared to what those big expensive 
machines have had and we were the very first there was no one else doing software for those machines we 
could pick any name that we wanted and Microsoft was the natural choice going back you said do you know 
where that interest in this came from were you the kind of kid in in eighth and ninth grade who wanted to see 
we Matthew er say yeah I was in a very nice school private school here called lakeside and | had a lot of free 
time because | got in the head math and so in this first computer terminal showed up everybody was 
confused about how to work it and well | was more | I really persevered in trying to figure it out the teachers 
actually got afraid of it because they accidentally did something that cost a lot of money by making a mistake 
on it so the students myself and Paul and a few other kind of took over and we taught the computer class but 
it could do okay yeah we were we were all absorbed in this incredible thing for the story what did you dad do 
well my dad's a lawyer and my parents they they wanted me to moderate my sort of extreme activities of 
sneaking out at night going to the computer center they want me more you did that be a little more rounded 
my senior year of high school I took a job for TRW to do software programming it's very nice of

software programming it's very nice of them to let me go off and and learn quite a bit by by doing that but 
they really wanted me to go to Harvard have a normal undergraduate experience but funny they thought 
okay that was probably not amount to much and | could go back | mean | really am officially still Han leave so 


let's let them have his whim and and billion later they were very supportive | mean they wanted to let me try a 
new things and so that you know they were perfect parents as far as encouraging all my curiosity where was 
Microsoft's first office we were down in Albuquerque New Mexico under the furniture year and yeah we were 
there from 75 1975 to 1979 then we moved up here to Seattle because that customer had become a very 
small part of our business in fact aids moved to another city and so the big question in 1979 was whether to 
go to Silicon Valley and be where Intel was and it was the Intel chip that was really making this all happen 
and that the so the center of activity was there or to come back to the city we've grown up in where the 
quality of life being with our relatives being able to hire people to a great area what made that more attractive 
and so we decided to come here these when we came and then we've got an office a few miles from where 
you in our where we are right now and and we grew from there Microsoft has its own television set of its own 
studios is said to where there is their guest tonight with all their stuff here will continue the saga of Bill Gates

figured this would happen certainly | never think this would happen to me do you pinch yourself certainly 
yeah you say wow what it's amazing to have had a dream about something that that we could do that we 
could hire our friends that we could dream about the Power Platform that it would really come true and it 
would actually change the world so you know it's a wild thing to have we ever expected you would tell me 
during the break that in high school you were more athletic than Paul even though Paul Owens team that's 
right both of us in school were known as math guides and in computer guys eventually we were spending 
enough time down there that was how how people thought of us so the whole thing where where Paul's 
become a real sports fan now that develop later we got one of those bar code four checks and TVs when we 
first made a little bit of money and started watching basketball games and kind of got got addicted to it what 
did it what was there a turning point a date an event that made it for Microsoft well it's hard to say the the 
most important thing we did is figure out how we could take all these computers from different companies 
what are now called personal computers and make them completely compatible so you could Packard any of 
the manufacturers and run all the same software and that was a huge risk because before that all the 
computer companies had made incompatible 
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computer companies had made incompatible machines yet it is for theirs that's right and the whole 
philosophy had been low volume high price these are machines for businesses they're gonna pay millions of 
dollars to buy them people like Digital Equipment had come in and brought the price down to hundreds of 


thousands but the idea that you could have one the cost a $1000 that really required compatibility and we 
came out with that concept and it took us about five years for that to really succeed and that and now people 
take it for granted you just think okay all those personal computers they kind of work together there wasn't 
there was a time wasn't there when the personal computer was the thing that fell out of the closet when you 
opened it Wow didn't it use it a lot at the beginning boy you had a few games you did on it but you wouldn't 
rely on it to do a County and it wasn't a communications tool you didn't think okay my electronic mail is the 
way | stay in touch with my relatives and sending photos around sending music around so every year there's 
been a progression of what a crucial tool it's been and those first few years | mean we were crazy because 
the machine could hardly do anything but we still we knew where it was going and so we took you know one 
step at a time and made the software better and better all right bill how we're gonna skip around a lot but 
how crucial you use the term is it now how crucial is it to our living today that they're all interconnected onto 
the internet now and that's the place that research is done that's the place that business is moving all their 
their transactions it's really become as important as the telephone system you know the internet went down 
which fortunately had structured to make that extremely unlikely but say it was completely down for a week 
the cost in terms of productivity would be immense really oh it's just electricity phones water say why do 
these things we take for granted let's say y2k was a chaos it 
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for granted let's say y2k was a chaos it turned out by the way were you surprised that everything went well 
no in terms of infrastructure things like elevators and planes and missiles | thought people would be able to 
do a great job making sure there were no dependencies there there was gonna be a in the month ahead 
you're gonna hear about billing systems or tax related | think | don't think in any case but there's gonna be 
lots of snare foods that we haven't running that haven't been don't rest on our laurels then yeah there's still a 
little bit of a mess there that'll be cleaned up and and it ended up being a fairly minor issue because people 
really work together | mean if if people had ignored the thing then then we would be seen but real impact if it 
went down that's chaos oh if the phone system in the u.s. goes down if the internet goes down those are 
both huge problems because it is becoming the basis on how people stay in touch back to the thing that was 
compliant with all the units did you invent it myself Paul Allen and say the two of us had that idea about being 
technical what was the difficult thing you had overcome without taking me into machines of which | knows it 
well front and so they they want the software that runs on it to be specially written for their machine but if you 
have the right software once for Dell one for each p1 for compact one for IBM then you couldn't afford to do 
all this nice software and so the idea that you have something like Windows that sits there and hides the 
differences of the machines and let and yet let some of them be fast or some cheaper that requires a lot of 
technical thinking in fact there were a lot of people in the industry said that would never happen there's no 
failures oh yes in the early days people tried to have tried to still 
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days people tried to have tried to still make incompatible machines and it was really when the IBM PC came 
out in 1981 although that was the defining event that took another three years before people realize our 
software on what IBM had done that that became the defining point for what we now call the PC do you ever 
want to make hardware no that's one thing that from the very beginning we decided not to do because the 
whole way that you hire software people the way you motivate them the kinds of things you care about if you 
want to be a great software company you have to be only a software company you can dabble in and other 
things that was more of Bill Gates who celebrates tonight is we're happy to have with us his 6th wedding 
anniversary we'll be right back with Bill Gates the founder chairman CEO of Microsoft this is Larry King Live 
we're in Redmond Washington dunk away to see as much social and cultural progress as we've had 
technological part | think the best thing that can happen in the next century is a a reassignment a

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| work hard | come in and you know think about what the next challenge is and you know when you've got a 
job that where there's something very exciting where you get to work with smart people the fact that your 
ownership in the company which is where my wealth comes from is adding up to a big num number that's in 
a sense it's daunting because you're always compared to that as you make the company better and better 
and make that the products better but it knows there was never a point where | said geez | have | have this 
money never know | mean | | remember joking around with Warren Buffett when he and | got to be friends 
about you know how the Forbes list had created a focus on that and about that are you embarrassed by it | 
mean this not embarrassed by it in fact you know it's created a huge opportunity for me in terms of help 
taking that wealth and being a great steward of those resources on behalf of society saying you know what 
are the things that this could go back to | don't have to believe in tapping along that kind of wealth to my my 
children and so | want to be smart about putting it in the foundation and having the foundation pursue the 
causes that can make a difference why would it be wrong to give that much to the little boy and the little girl 
but don't get me wrong I'm gonna make sure that they never have to have have great worries about material 
comfort but then again I'd like them to feel like they need to go out and work and have a job | think the 
burden of being a kid who's got that money given to you as opposed to going out and earning it actually can 
be a negative thing and from the point of view of society you know where do these resources long | think 
they belong advancing medicine and dancing at 
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advancing medicine and dancing at no on any given day how much you are worth no absolutely not you 
carry a lot of money round | carry enough money to buy you know lunch at McDonald's sorry but you might 
have $20 on you somewhere you know | carry a couple hundred dollars but you have you you you and it 
would fluctuate every day right you would go up and down based on Holdings and movements of stock and 
the like yeah what | mostly have is something like 20% of Microsoft and you know Microsoft is a company in 
a very competitive business we'll have our ups and downs but you know we've we built those a huge 
company and you know that's in view that lawsuits and the government and monopolies and I'm not gonna 
dwell on because there's so many things to cover with you but did you and in retrospect get too big no 
absolutely not in the computer industry we're not nearly the big company in this business IBM despite all the 


troubles they went through is today in terms of revenue four times our size and from the people ten times our 
size and so it's a tribute to the cleverness of the software we've done that even despite that you know we're 
in every account every company you can think of iBM has so many more people in there trying to influence 
them I'm incredibly popular and that's something that only happens if the product itself generates the word- 
of-mouth and generates the momentum because what went wrong then what was it well certainly I'm | can't 
look into the minds of the Department of Justice and explain why they filed the lawsuit against us it's a 
mistake in you know this is a case where the industry is working well for consumers prices have never come 
down like they have in in the arena we work in software advances are are coming you know every couple of 
years no one has a product in our business it's going to last more than two or three years so if you don't 
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came for the phone and the TV and speech recognition you're gonna be wiped out and so its capital is really 
at its finest making an empowering tool that have made America that the envy of the world creating jobs and 
new companies and but you were never looking to make it so that if | didn't have you | couldn't use anyone 
that was never you which is the monopoly if | don't go to you | can't go anywhere oh people believe me 
people have choices in the world of software people can buy a Macintosh they can buy a free opting yes for 
free and operating system called Linux there's lots of operating systems out there and the way the internet is 
advancing you have so many ways to connect up you know TV telephone all these different ways so we 
can't rest on our laurels there's nothing you know if you happen to take Windows fine | don't get any more 
revenue from you in the future | have to come up with a version that is so good that you want to take the 
trouble to learn the new version put it on your computer make sure your stuff works with it and that's what we 
get 80% of our revenue folks I've already got Windows but we do such a great job of advancing it you got to 
make me want to come back to the restaurant that's right and and so you know it's up to us to make sure 
we're hiring the smart people and making the products better more in a moment with Bill Gates's our guests 
for the full hour we will include some of your phone calls as well and again we're showing you highlights with 
what other people think about the year 2000 and beyond [Music] | think you're gonna have communications 
where you can communicate live with each other or you can do it through your screen or your computer or 
everything you do is gonna be in that room a combination of Technology and the extension of human life it's 
gonna give us a new challenge and that is the technology is going moving more rapidly than the technology

the thing | like the most is being with the sovereign juniors here at the company sitting down saying okay 
what are we gonna tackle next is it too ambitious to try to do handwriting recognition is it too ambitious to try 
to do speech recognition and where we talked about well what approach do we take how could we prove that 
out that's the thing workwise that | love the most will ask you what's next okay when we come back Monday 
night gonna change the direction Monica Lewinsky will be with us don't go away | think what the legal system 
needs to do in the Millennium is reach out for the public and say you can trust them we do what your tax

digital format and so we've got a song that's just one of the many that we put on for the school device maybe 
someone's coming on that's it kind of music not bad that one so you can just literally get around and and if 
you ever want to change the songs you've got here just take this little chip put it your PC and pick another 
set of tunes and literally in a few seconds it's set up with the new music how does everything get in the chip 
well the the it all starts with the the music label instead of printing discs they'll have a site on the internet 
where the actual song is stored and they may have little snippets so that you can listen to for free but you 
want the real song you have to pay some some kind of price for it and then it comes across the internet gets 
into your PC and then the PC sends it on to these little devices are we going to have handwriting there's this 
idea of a tablet personal computer when you go into a meeting instead of taking notes on a tablet you'll 
actually have that nice screen and we'll make it as as comfortable as writing on a piece of paper that's one of 
the projects we've got some incredibly smart people on but to do the software right for that would probably 
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software right for that would probably take us three or four years to take a call from Bill Gates as we move 
along NARAS County Pennsylvania hello hello opinion is the both of you in view thank you my question to 
mr. gates is where you ever run for president and do you think a businessman would be a better president 
than a politician being a businessman and a palace and a inventor would you be willing to listen to inventions 
and ideas that my husband would have and okay politics okay myself ever running for political office my life's 
work is is software with now in addition making sure my foundation is good cause doing good things and so | 
think between those things of my family you know that's that's really gonna be my life's work and | | don't you 
know | don't have the skillset or the desire to get off into the what are the realm of business man as president 
| think the idea of taking some of the business background to be president sure that could be a great thing 
you have to look at the individual you know we've had people with military backgrounds who've been quite 
good leaders politician but | deal from time due to some who won't vote for a business know and | | think you 
know some might be they're good a lot of businessman wouldn't you know went to Daffy very well to the 
political process the give and take the whole thing that has to go on there is a bit different than in the 
business world they both have their pluses by the way did you almost die by into CNN that Center and 
everything we had a vision about how he could take the incredible work he'd done and get it on to the

what did the u.s. we take for granted the fact that our kids get all these vaccinations and that infant mortality 
is incredibly low here and yet in the world at large which is the world where most people live infant mortality 
is very high and it wouldn't take much to save millions of wives so something like that really captures my 
imagination it makes me think well what's missing what what could be done and so it's it's making sure that 
the advances are available very broadly that is sort of the theme of all the things I've I've got involved in is 
having children yourself affected this thinking well it's interesting | you know I grew up in a close family | 
always knew that | wanted to have kids | knew that it would surprise me that | hadn't no way of thinking about 
it because | didn't so career-oriented having our first kid with so so much more special than | expected you 
know just wanting to go home and sit around and kind of just play basically and looking at healthy yep she's 
you know got all those great things that we take for granted and and | think it really reinforced this idea of 
what is it that 
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reinforced this idea of what is it that people care most about when people think of my plan through they might 
think well why isn't he just giving away computers and software and some of that means on every library and

experienced some y2k failures last night so shortly after the rollover of Greenwich Mean Time and for a 
period of several hours we were not able to process information from that system some experts say these 
are put to work for the first time in year 2000 Saturday was a federal banking holiday for most US financial 
institutions but one California bank couldn't wait to pass the y2k test here's CNN's Susan Reed customers 
were few and far between at one of the few banks opened on New Year's Day California federal open close 
to 100 of its branches in California and Nevada for convenience and to reassure anyone with concerns about 
y2k problems no major 
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without open we have a hundred offices open today again satisfying customer concerns or issues and to be 
honest we have not had a single issue of bankers from coast to coast have spent their new years and 
command centers monitoring offices worldwide making sure all systems are go here at Union Bank of 
California they've spent fifty million dollars on y2k the entire industry spent as much as ten billion dollars and 
it apparently paid off so the server connectivity was fine another the biggest concern of extra currency about 
$225 for each man woman and child in the US so banks would have enough cash in there yeah the 
chairwoman of the FDIC invited reporters to join her as she showed her ATM was working just fine and that 
extra currency to government ship to bank will go right back where it came from the Federal Reserve will 
continue to keep its eye on banks over the next few days they're asking the institutions to check in regularly 
let them know if there are any computer problems or any unusual customer Angeles Russia's new acting 
President Vladimir Putin says there can be no let-up in the Chechnya war in his first full day on the job mr. 
Putin met with Russian troops in the region and said that the campaign against separatist rebels must press 
on and so it did Saturday with Russia unleashing another fierce assault on the capital Grozny Pakistan says

Limbaugh is a big fat idiot and other observations Bob man cough who has been creating cartoons for The 
New Yorker since 1977 recently he was appointed cartoon editor of the magazine and Christopher Hitchens 
whose articles for Vanity Fair in the nation proved that humor can be a lethal weapon I'm aware that they 
doing a panel discussion on humor runs the risk either of people getting out there rejected one-liners or 
descending into absolute seriousness of the point of a possum the humor discussion is no laughing matter 
we hear you so I'm gonna try by trying to walk between those two dangers one thing that goes out whether 
you're gonna fix my car which is finally hit however moving right along one of the things that does seem to 


have happened over the last couple of generations of humor is it that all of the boundaries seem to be off 
when I was a kid political thing were on TV was Bob Hope joking about Eisenhower's golf game oral sex and 
the like is there any sense 
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oral sex and the like is there any sense that there's gonna that we've reached a limit or is it just gonna go 
further and further you think what | was gonna say what about Lenny Bruce what about more things they 
went on the television that's the Lenny Bruce was arrested for doing an active in nightclub which Jay Leno 
could not do on broadcast television that's part of what | mean by the brakes being off on the other hand the 
New Yorker couldn't have a cartoon in which they're cannibals roasting missionaries in a pot there are there 
are other areas in which it has been moved we ran a cartoon recently which showed a gallows and if the 
steps going up one side and the other side has a ramp for the handicapped so we did run that to others there

has had no life at all | think you're the essential point is that humor is actually even though it doesn't appear 
to be almost always safe the impulse of someone who wants to make someone laugh is to please | think the 
ultimate thing of those safest humor of all I'm always amazed by this the talk show humor like of a guy like 
Letterman and it was invented by Carson in which you this fales the right of rodents and if it 
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fales the right of rodents and if it succeeds and everyone goes along with this very very strange premise that 
I'm invulnerable and the jokes are invulnerable in their own way l'm just it's a type of irony that | hope would 
be there another thing that spread it seems to me through at least through American television less use 
which is which is a humor that is so so distant so self referential that it's almost as if if what we used to think 
of as humor the comedy sketch the Sid Caesar kind of thing except on sitcoms is almost an endangered 
species its protection again against you know against failure and | think that this type of device my theory is 
it's done it's sort of what what smart people substitute for actual talent in making jokes look jokey they can 
look i rana they can look superior well what they can't actually do difference between being letterman and 
your on every night and you do monologue every night you know and and being Lenny Bruce and going into 
the club we're being or being Chris Rock and going into a club which is if you have your ass you stand by 
your act yeah but if you're a nightly host of a comedy show you can't really stand but you can't really get 
behind you every one of those jobs you lighten him about this isn't it someone cuz you said something like 
defensible protective yeah | was gonna said the defense of humor something was beginning to get me down 
in the mouth anyone else down and salute back to wall this point about the political yeah you know it was 
very clever of Reagan to Terrell there's amnezia chose because it stopped people worrying about his 
forgetfulness Josas antia antiquity Jeff and now the pledge annoys all tell jokes about the president that 
they're always just to make him seem sexy rather than twisted or bent dirty but the it's defusing humans

eight should be laughing you know that anything at all so you tend to get a little dyspeptic as you get old

emergency command center was staffed all might monitoring the 88 cities that occupy LA County apparently 
the money was well spent no wide UK problems no problems with any of our communication systems our 
power system all government systems seem to be working correctly the emergency command post in Los 
Angeles will be shut down by Monday our personnel have talked to six or eight of the major city in Phoenix 
New York and they are all closing their emergency operation centers because they've had no report of 
problems either Millions tweeted the new year feeling a little shaky worried about y2k bugs and the threat of 
terrorism oh they're still feeling shaky a little under the weather but that's just part of paying the price for the

west in recent years one of the most visible divides between East and West has been in the area of human 
rights the policy agendas often meeting and angry rejection from Asian nations who regard outside pressure 
as a violation of their sovereignty but if CNN Hong Kong Jura Chief Mike shenoy reports much of Asia has 
undergone dramatic change recently and not because of Western pressure a fault line between civilizations

the 1990s on one side proponents of so-called Asian values insisting that stability and economic growth were 
more important than individual right bond union of course some Western countries think that because some 
people were put in jail in China this is a few people reflect the overall situation | don't think so China has 
more than 40 million poor people who need food and clothing isn't that a more important problem not to 
those who find themselves behind bars like Harry Wu who spent 20 years in Chinese labour camps they only 
treat human beings as a kind of animal to feed them to take care of them this is a kind of violation of the 
United Nations Human Rights decoration we have to know that decoration only have one verse we don't 
have Chinese version we don't have American version it's not only in China where the debate has raged 
Malaysian Prime Minister Mahathir Mohamad has long been one of the leading of his critics in the West they 
keep on seeing Haitians are bad patient values are no good they are the ones who are racist they don't look 
at us as equals embracing the universal principles of political freedom and human dignity American 
insistence on making human rights a centerpiece of its policy in Asia has added to the controversy and ina 
region plagued by numerous ethnic and separatist conflicts fueled a sense of resentment when the president 
goes out and says sovereignty doesn't matter anymore will intervene anywhere we want on the name of 
human rights that cuts a lot of different ways if you're sitting out in Asia where there's all kinds of disputes 
and all kinds of ethnic groups yet in the final years of the century

freedom to make those choices even in China where dissidents are still routinely arrested economic 
development has created a middle class any time in Chinese history process many observers believe is now 
irreversible an age of information and technology and the internet and satellites and computers they've got to 
open up they've got to allow some descent and certainly a free flow of information pluralism if they want to 
develop that economy in a global system in the end those changes are reshaping the debate about human 
rights in Asia for most countries

of the colonial phase the the cold war phase where | was coming out of Europe coming out of North America 
and so and so forth and | think we have reached a point in history where and this this for me | thought was a 
big big story the Millennium that we're reaching the end of this 500 year cycle there's a sense of innocence 
impatience that there's a continuing effort to try and run the globe from one corner of the world and that as in 
a sense is what that in the 1990s to the emergence of what you might call the Asian values debate professor 
not only what about that well | think that if the issue is who's running the globe we might have one set of 
responses | mean | think investor mother bonnie was talking about not human rights we started out by saying 
that Asians share these values that they're the same values as expressed in the Universal Declaration of 


Human Rights tenshun whether or not indeed asians are in the late 20th century or down sorry the beginning 
of the 21st century if we count that way if Asians are in a position to claim for themselves the same rights 
that are enjoyed in the West and elsewhere and it seems to me that one of the major pieces of evidence for 
the last several years is that indeed Asians do want more or 
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is that indeed Asians do want more or less the same things perhaps in slightly different ways perhaps in 
slightly different timeframes but basically | think we're talking about shared values that Asians in numerous 
places most notably in the last year perhaps Indonesian East Timor have said our values and we insist that 
our government respect them and respect our rights just as other governments around the world the reefs 
are expected to do no | completely agree see changes in their countries that's normal Asians want to grow 
and develop but the question is will they make the decisions by themselves all these decisions we force it 
upon them by others that's the fundamental question | mean | saw in your segment on China a Chinese 
gentleman speaking and said okay you know things are not perfect in China but if you look against the 
history of China for the past 200 years you cannot deny the fact that this is probably one of the best 
governments they've had in a long long time and in terms of the massive increases of not just a standard of 
living of the quality of life and the numbers of people that you see in China there's been a fundamental 
dramatic transformation but instead of looking at a big picture instead of looking at the big transformation you 
focus on a few decisions a few problems here and there which are normal in any society they exist answer is 
how do you take these massive numbers of people these three billion people in Asia and come and 
transform them overnight and bring them to the sort of quality of life you have in the West it cannot be done 
overnight it takes time well living and that's the mean argument a team puts on well let me pose that question 
then directly to professor Donnelly how do you do it | mean how do you how do you do this overnight 
transformation that mr. Babu bonnie is suggesting professor Donnelly | don't think we're talking about 
overnight transformations the government's rule in China has been ruling it for 50 years now and they

case in which let's let's stop you there professor Donnelly what about that mr. Magoo Bonnie what about 
Fallon gong this view which to outsiders looks perfectly innocent but which clearly feels very threatening to 
Chinese authorities oh the answer is a very simple one if if professor Donnelly can take over the government 
of China and do a better job for a billion people than many people in China will give him their job and the 
problem is that in the real world where you have hard situations tough decisions to make there are no is not 
a black and white world we can make a black choice or a white choice the shades of grey all the time and 
this fact the this goes back from gentleman to today what are the right decisions to make and if you look at 
the big picture overall at what China has done in terms of the numbers of people that have been lifted up 
from where they were ten fifteen years ago 
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where they were ten fifteen years ago and don't so please don't talk about a 50-year government ever since

normal for this time of year New York City normally should be about 3 or 4 degrees Celsius but coming up for 
Sunday afternoon 12 Fahrenheit when normally we should expect those temperatures in the 30s but look at 
where that cool air is going to be located Denver only about two degrees Celsius of 35 degrees Fahrenheit a 
little bit breezy in our forecast by Sunday morning looks like the fjords and you Shriya on the southern tip of 
the continents are going to be a little bit on the breezy side | also went to Sao Paulo and Rio de Janeiro it's 
like a little bit of moisture making its way there from an area of low pressure just off the coast of Brazil now 
we move on towards Europe and you may remember the week of Christmas we saw those back-to-back 
storm systems that produced all the damage as well as the fatalities well we've got a fairly powerful storm 
system situated well off the coast of Ireland but in this situation looks like the system is going to be traveling

upon other men driving over and sometimes through it cursing its roll and loving its challenge what tails the 
Fenway Grounds must have for us there for much of the century beginning so prominently with one world 
series after another and then anointed with tears for the last nine decades or so where did the lumbering 
young babe go it must wonder nothing has been the same since they sent him away oh the skinny kid kept 
them screaming for a while but now he's gone too and now they ain't part of the good earth and memory the 
paving the rest they would never dare such a sacrilege to these patches of grass across the great Atlantic for 
what would they call it after all the All England asphalt in tennis club no it's been a bit of a lawn now all these 
years old for that one Midsummer's for tonight wearing ugly brown holes in its knees either baked by the 
furious Sun or drowned instead it still has played host to nearby royalty and crowned new kings and queens 
their skirts are much shorter these days their shorts shorter too their wooden weapons hung in a museum

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of Wimbledon but nowhere is there tundra than Lambeau Field somehow it forces the voice deep and surely

affirmed the unbeatable secretary turning simple brown earth into an artist's canvas painting brilliance great

Internet operators put a value on our personal information they sell it and they make money off of the 
personal information that | have given them and so what we're recognizing now in the Internet is that 
personal information is a commodity one answer to regaining privacy lies in encryption putting all that 
personal information and communication into a secure code encryption is where the government and privacy 
advocates collide as the Attorney General and FBI director I'm a wiretap a conversation in which the 
terrorists discuss the location of a bomb soon to go off but we will be unable to prevent the terrorist act 
because we cannot understand the conversation which is encrypted the framers of the Constitution could not 
foresee the internet but FBI director 
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foresee the internet but FBI director fre argues they struck a balance in the Fourth Amendment no 
unreasonable searches and seizures no warrants except with probable cause the framers sitting in 
Philadelphia looked at the egregious powers that the state would have to violate privacy and looked at also 
the needs to give the police the ability to protect citizens against crimes courts are only beginning to deal 
with the dilemmas raised by the information room dolts could exchange smutty material on the internet even 
though it may be offensive to some that's not surprising that some things will be viewed as offensive or 
unpleasant or disagreeable but that is also one of the characteristics of an open society the court is now 
considering whether states may make money selling data from their drivers license file those are just the 
implications for US law but the Internet is global | were to be driving in France I'd be subject to France traffic 


laws I'm driving in Australia Australian traffic laws if I'm driving the information superhighway we don't know 
whose laws apply and what nation is willing to give up sovereignty over the commercial and technological 
juggernaut the internet promises to be sovereignty jurisdiction commerce intellectual property encryption 
privacy legal issues of Plenty for years to come thanks to the Internet like some real areas of concern there 
and now that we've taken a look at how others may explore our lives on the internet we'll do a little exploring 
about let's take a look at what the 21st century has in store for the Internet and Jaron Lanier a computer 
scientist a composer and an author joins us now live from New York to help us do just that Lanier had coined 
the term virtual reality years ago he's active in scholarly programs at Columbia and 
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scholarly programs at Columbia and Harvard University he's also involved in something called tel immersion 
and so we'll get into that in a moment but first mr. Lanier thanks for joining us oh thanks so much l'm 
delighted to be here | want to ask you our first question in first subject is privacy how big a fear do you think 
that privacy is the loss of privacy on the Internet in these big brother' in control of the Internet I'm gonna go 
out on a limb and I'm gonna say that | think the privacy problem is not going to be quite as bad as many fear 
and the reason why is | think it goes both ways on the one hand yes our privacy is going to be less protected 
on the other hand so is the privacy of the government of corporations foreign governments of everybody and 
| think the bargain is one though learn more about me but | know more about my world than ever before and 
| think in the balance I've actually gained more than I've lost well let me just interrupt you on that point the 
governments and corporations were able to put up firewalls to keep you out of their sensitive areas now in 
order to get around of the internet you're asked to divulge things like your your name your address your data 
birth sometimes your social security number now they know a lot more about you then you will know but the 
sensitive information of any government or corporation information has a way of filtering its way around 
firewalls it's true that you can put up the firewall but a firewall is really just a technique some way around it 
and what we've seen so far is both governments and corporations and other entities really have a hard time 
keeping secrets compared to the old days the crazy thing we went through with the Lewinsky scandal last 
year is a great example so you know another thing | have to say is that invasion of privacy is going to be 
driven by commercial motive more than anything else and we haven't really seen that all these databases 
they're collecting on us are all that valuable | mean right now during the dot-com craze 
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mean right now during the dot-com craze a lot of companies are grasping for anything they can do to prove 
to investors they have some assets but | haven't seen anybody really demonstrate the value of this 
information valuable than they expect and and that will result in less of it being kept yeah | just like to ask a 
question on behalf of the average computer user | mean what's the worst that can happen with loss of 
privacy apart from you know getting inundated with junk mail from companies advertising their goods | mean 
is there something more sinister that we should be worried about | think that there's potential for sinister 
things but remember you know all all their balances that come into play if an enormous number of people 
start being abused you know the people who are doing the abusing are also exposed | mean transparency is 
go goes in both directions if you have a window you can look at it from you they said will themselves be 
exposed and | once again | think in the balance we're gonna be better off with this transparency than without 
it not that there won't be discomfort | mean | think there will be but on the whole | think it's actually better mr. 
Lanier we're gonna ask you to stay right there we're going to take a short break and be back in a moment 
we'll have a look at a piece of technology that could represent a very serious threat to our privacy on the 
internet something that may know you better than you or your family - we'll be right back [Music] you in 2000

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400 billion websites and that's growing but help is out there in the form of virtual robots now they're called 
BOTS they're out there to serve youth and a CNN science correspondent and Kenan reports in the future 
these bots will be reporting directly to you whether you know it or not there are thousands of robots available 
at your fingertips waiting to search the web for you and more they don't look like Robbie the robot in the 
movie Forbidden Planet that is correct sir these robots are software programs designed to scour websites all 
over the world bots are found in search engines certain websites are BOTS just do a search on buss and 
you'll see how many there are for example chatter bots converse with humans even translate text search 
BOTS collect specific information looking for a pet a bot will help narrow your search shopping BOTS find 
internet bargains today's BOTS perform specific functions but know very little about you or your they are 
designing bonds that could someday know more about you than you know about yourself you can do let's 
say | want to take a vacation with today's spots | fill in where | want to go when even how | want to get there 
and the bots would give me some choices even prices now what is instead of me telling my bot where | want 
to go in the future my bot reminds me | need a vacation and based on my past behaviors has already booked 
a reservation at my favorite beach getting to know you is not as easy as it sounds once a bot gets the hang 
of your buying patterns in Cape especially if you talk about having a boss cause you've seen your lifetime 
you don't want to listen to the same music that you listen to when you were five years old when you're 25 so 
that's something that we're currently facing is trying to 
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we're currently facing is trying to figure out how to learn over time and how to kind of keep track of the 
changing a changing tastes according to researches intelligent box may one day keep many of us lead to the 
Internet and away from the shopping mall | think it will take some away from the shopping malls because you 
could have a fun interesting shopping experience within the computer the computer will provide vos will 
make the information easy to retrieve eventually researchers predict will grow up with BOTS that will know 
our behaviors our likes and dislikes so a good boss and good futuristic boss would be one that will basically 
be able to learn about you and learn over time and improve its performance and even though we can't see 
them they'll be at our beck and call and Callens CNN Boston Massachusetts now we want to welcome back 
Jaron Lanier who's in New York he's a computer scientist a composer and author and we were discussing 
earlier about privacy so let's continue that for just a moment mm-hmm in this piece BOTS | think the many 
people are gonna sound very interesting | mean it's gonna they will be able to do a lot of the hard work for us 
when it comes to shopping but a lot of people are gonna be disturbed by that phrase they may know more 
about you than you do so is this the beat they personally think that's about technology is is nonsense | really 
have to say and on this | just have a disagreement with many of my colleagues ok well ok let me explain let 
me explain let's say that you manually go to the internet and you search for something you do a certain 
amount of work now the question is is it going to be actually less work for you to interact with one of these 
so-called box for it to understand what you're looking for and | think it's gonna be more work I don't think 
these things will save people work | think that it's really this sort of weird fantasy that somehow the 
computers will become alive and that that will save people work | have seen a flee no 
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save people work | have seen a flee no evidence of that | think this whole bot thing is a passing craze and it's 
gonna be remembered as just to go under it's more rudimentary form | remember one of the websites that 
sold music you were able to go out there and and and offer try to buy certain selections of music that website 
with its bot would record your selections and then be able to come back at you with other music that was 
similar to what you had purchased but by recording artists you may not know and then start to refine that 
technique until perhaps it may know your your tastes better than you do come on it doesn't know you at all 
what has happened is you've put a lot of effort into trying to enter information into it but you're doing it in this 
in it would be so much less work for you to just enter in what you're looking for and | think ultimately that's 
what people are gonna do | just think this whole thing of computers being alive and understanding you is first 
of all technically not correct and secondly it doesn't save any time it's just a phony claim you know with this 
whole y2k bug there was a fantasy that somehow the computers are out of control and it turns out they are in 
control and the same thing is true here the computers are not alive they don't have more wisdom than us 
they never will they are tools we are actually responsible for we're actually in control of and this fantasy that 
they're that they're somehow gaining wisdom is just not founded it's not true there's no reason to be scared 
of that just very quickly you don't think that if Hal takes over what it really means is that people gave up 
responsibility for their own lives and you can say if the computer that took over but what it really is as y2k 
demonstrates that we are in control if computers don't do the right thing it's our fault they are not responsible 
because they are not alive we are it's our job to make them run properly and do what we want and any time 
that we fantasize that they have lives of their own we're really just ignoring the responsibility we should be 
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ignoring the responsibility we should be taking and the thing is also | mean do we really want computers to 
do all of these things for that whole human interaction thing that maybe we don't want computers to take 
away that's that part of ourselves you know so far as | can tell everything on the internet that works all of the 
e-commerce sites that actually make money do not try to automate things for people but rather what they do 
is they allow people to do things that they enjoy people are not people are not looking for computers to take 
over their lives people just want to be able to communicate that or they want to be more effective if you think 
of the computer is a tool it works for people if you think of it as something that like replaces parts of life | 
mean who needs it is not what you continue to enjoy shopping so | will stay there with us for just a moment 
please Jaron Lanier pointed out y2k we seem to have escaped any major problems this millennium weekend 
but there is still a serious problem of cyber terrorism that faces corporations and nations around the world 
we're going to discuss that when we come back in just a moment [Music] to universal and only on CNN today 
it seems like everywhere you go people are talking about the internet yet only 20% of US households are 
connected well we have good news for the people who aren't connected it's called world gates for a low 
monthly fee world gate subscribers can explore the web and send and receive email right over their TV and 
no computer is necessary world case affordable Internet access through your cable TV has finally arrived call 
Massillon cable TV for details [Music] 
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stars has more new hit movies in primetime movies you'll see first on stars and only on stars [Music] 
celebrating the new [Music] the end of the 20th century brought a whole new category of crime it's called 
cyber terrorism CNN justice correspondent Pierre Thomas reports that cyber terrorism will become an 
increasing concern in the 21st century 1997 Worcester Massachusetts a teenager uses his computer to 
knock out communications at this air traffic control tower for six hours March 1999 a programmer unleashes 
the Melissa virus disabling thousands of computers around the u.s. and dependent on his de tar [Applause] 
as a new century begins cybercrime including electronic terrorism no longer just a concept now a reality and 
a potential threat to global security we've become dependent upon computer networks they run our electric 
power grid our telecommunications network they run our railroads our banking system and all of them are 
vulnerable at some level to some degree of information warfare or cyber terrorism the Justice Department's 
Michael vadas heads the US government's efforts to protect its infrastructure 
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efforts to protect its infrastructure there's really a broad spectrum of people groups and as a general matter 
for different purposes terrorists hostile Nations criminals malicious hackers a wide variety of threats creating 
new pressure for intelligence defense and law enforcement around the world in fact the FBI computer crime 
caseload has doubled each of the last two years in October the FBI reported 800 pending cases and the 
future may bring even more ominous cyber threats according to national security administration there are 
over a hundred countries that are working on techniques to penetrate our information infrastructure many of 
them are aimed at the Defense Department and high security areas in both the private sector and the 
government so it's a very serious threat confirmed planning for electronic assaults is already underway there 
are governments who are building units military units intelligence units to engage in information warfare they 
are developing capabilities they're building the units and in some cases they appear to be doing 
reconnaissance on our computer networks a major advantage cybercrime allows criminals to use computer 
technology to inflict damage while simultaneously reducing the risk of retaliation our mission is to try to help 
protect the laptop computer and a modem connection on the other side of the world can attack those things if 
they don't have good security terrorists still prefer car bombs you know a car bomb still has a lot more impact 
than a cyberattack but there was always the possibility that somebody could make some kind of dramatic 
statement by bringing down an aspect of the infrastructure nations are developing computer anti hacking 
teams to block and 
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computer anti hacking teams to block and investigate crimes in cyberspace but officials say as technology 
rapidly advances preventing cybercrime and catching cyber criminals will only become tougher appeared 
chinnu our theme of fears about the internet with computer scientist Jaron Lanier who's in New York thanks 
for being back again now what about this threat of cyber terrorism | mean is this a major threat | was very 
concerned | think many people would be on that line that there are entire governments in there I'm sorry 
entire governments around the world devoting huge amounts of money to break into the u.s. infrastructure 
yeah now of course this is something we have to take seriously and in order to take it seriously we have to | 
think think in a slightly different way than we have been most of the incidents of cyber hooliganism so far 
nothing really bad has happened but most of the sort of things for kids opinion have done us a service by 
pointing out that our computers just haven't been built the way they should be one of our big problems is that 
so much of the software we use is in a sense designed practically to be broken into for instance the Microsoft 
product line tends to have all these extra little gizmos the so-called macros really to an incredible excess and 
this is like an open invitation to write viruses and we just we do need to make adjustments the thing we were 
talking about before of transparency is very very important on this point one of the things | want to tell you is 
that there are almost no incidences in which there's been any actual serious sabotage created by computers 
at all and when there have been the perpetrators usually get caught | mean we actually find the kids to write 
these viruses and in many cases so the transparency is one of the the good things | mean this it's very hard 
to hide when you win you win you're a cyber terrorist it's it's it's it's it's pretty easy to find the trail so Ill 
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pretty easy to find the trail so III think it's a very serious problem potentially but it's also one that we will learn 
how to address cautiously optimistic all right | have another question for you just want to take their issue 
you're involved in something called tell immersion now this is built upon your earlier experience with virtual 
reality tell us what this is about what does it mean to the average person in the coming years as the internet 
develops and takes large a larger place in our life well this is really great fun there's a marvelous academic 
project going on in the United States where over 100 universities are working together on something called 
internet 2 which is then the next version of the internet the next-generation superhighway right yeah the new 
superhighway and we didn't have any applications for it that we're demanding enough to really need it so we 
decided to make up a new one and it's a fancy kind of virtual reality called tella immersion and the goal is to 
really make you feel that you're in the same place as another person on the other side of the country people 


are and making them feel as if they're in sort of a new place a room that has aspects of both places and they 
really are right there and they can walk around each other and so forth and it's a it's a marvelously tricky 
ambitious crazy technology and we've been working on it for a couple of years and we're making progress 
and it's great it reminds me they'll build early days of rich reality all over again | guess it's the closest that a 
lot of people have come to that sort of thing is watching movies like for example the matrix or even full 
disclosure and when you watch those movies it's just fascinating and very exciting looking to the future but is 
that sort of thing really possible well the movies you mentioned are a little sixth place although | guess the 
matrix was trying to be realistic but this is more like the Star Trek transporter booth where you suddenly feel 
that you've you've changed your location - something's very far away so it feels more like a transported 
within virtual reality and are they you know movies are 
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reality and are they you know movies are movies they're always they're always a little bit nutty but they have 
a kernel of truth | think that's a little bit like what we're gonna come into I hope it's not so dark for some 
reason movie producers like to show the dark side of our reality and | actually think it's gonna be a lot of fun 
and not so dark well we want to thank you very much for being with us especially at this early hour you're 
incisive it's just great Jaron Lanier is a computer scientist a composer and an author a man of all trades folks 
was this morning from New York and for those of you who'd like to hear more about them mr. Lanier will 
have a CNN that's at 4 p.m.

CNN millennium weather coverage you would have noticed a very mild temperatures around the entire globe 
have one or two hots what certainly China is looking rather warm Hong Kong in particular as we head over to 
South America one of areas particularly wrong also that weather picture on the west coast this thing snow 
into the Cascades into the mountains and the Rockies and over on the East Coast we actually think warmer 
than average temperatures and this cooler air heads towards that eastern sea will rule see those 
temperatures begin to drop but certainly for the next week or so gonna enjoy some very mild temperatures 
how ma let's take a look at those forecast temperatures coming up for Atlanta 20 Celsius New York they're at 
12 self in Dallas at 22 Celsius pushing on into South America we are seeing some rather warm temperatures 
over Bonnie's errands elsewhere further south it's windy it's wet across that far southern tip of South America 
high-pressure though building into Texas Anthea hey Santiago that 31 south gifts when is 
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hey Santiago that 31 south gifts when is air is 34 Anderson fee on that 31 self sequencing they very warm 
temperatures those those those dark orange colors to push on with our forecast into Europe and the UK 
another wet windy system heading the islands heading for the far northern part of Scotland and then that end 
of that weather system up in Scandinavia turning into snow and ice and also freezing rain you need to watch 
out that that's a great possibility when it freezes and hits the ground it's very dangerous indeed where's the 
better weather figure or looking at the Iberian Peninsula the Benelux regions France as well some high 


pressure ridge stretching certainly food grief into Libya and down to that northern coast of Africa let me just 
leave you with some forecast temperatures and all Europe listen they're 15 selfies each sampling a little bit 
warmer and that includes water they're at minus to self is that your well look at weather for now right back to 
you thanks for me well across the globe we've watched big cities usher in the new millennium smaller cities 
and small towns had unique traditions of their own as well in the farming community of Pemberley Ohio folks 
watched a giant tomatoes drop 15 feet the sounds of music filled Boise Idaho while hot air balloons and 
fireworks filled the sky there authorities are blaming below zero temperatures for keeping the attendance 
down one small town with a big reputation almost fell victim to a New Year's Day computer glitch 
Punxsutawney Pennsylvania that's home to parks itami Phil you may recall that famous groundhog were 
expecting to see in about a month the website of the pucks itami groundhog club until Groundhog Day when 
Phil makes his weather prognostication that should have read 32 days the computer reportedly was unable 
to calculate the date as January 1st 2000 once of course America was a nation of small towns with just a few 
big cities thrown in now with strip malls highways and 
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now with strip malls highways and socializing on the Internet those quaint little Mayberry's seem a lot harder 
to find how Larry woods went to find out if Main Street is alive and well as we enter a new millennium or if it's 
becoming a fading piece of Americana as the new millennium descends on us with great expectations and 
historic pomp let us move forward by looking back looking back on one of the touchstones of our social 
evolution small-town America [Music] under the microscope Harrisonburg Virginia founded in 1780 and today 
Abdul Khaliq backdrop worship instead fast businesses a community where 33,000 people work through the 
calendar of time in reasonable harmony and economic stability like most small towns anchor to a proud past 
a past that's been preserved to validate the antiquity of a people in place caught up into vagaries of early 
20th century growth pains and promises gauging the rationale for lifestyle and location in the Shenandoah 
Valley comes quick and easy for local folk well one thing the harrisburg is known that as a friendly town 
economy is very strong we have a diverse | want you to get back in five minutes this is where | want to raise 
my kids this is a great place there's always been an incredible diversity we know everybody we know the 
problems when they have problems with our to be with them and to assist many who have grown up ina 
small town he thought say the experience spawns strong values manners character a 
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strong values manners character a lasting work ethic concern for others to Revere such attributes as readily 
explained we have a very good family system at home and | rely my parents my parents law and me a lot | 
think it's more or less the closeness and families and neighbors you have relatives we are able to a little 
better degree enjoy what's going on around us that's good place to raise your family to crime is very low I'm 
not proud the stockyards they bid but you know what's high on the list of men like Nolan McComb a lifelong 
resident of Harrisonburg lifelong friends each year as the new one advances he hosts a down-home buffet at 
his construction workshop for business associates employees and good old boys he's treasured since 
childhood and if if your friends here your what are you supposed to stay a friend carrying comes in 
unsuspecting ways in small-town America artist Ken Schuler gave sixty percent of his liver last year to save 
the life of Debra Parker a young woman he never knew until he saw her father on television a cry for help he 
immediately picked up the phone because | had a 20 year old daughter and | thought if she was in that 
predicament | would want somebody to help me and | just got got up and went right straight to the phone's 
Harrisonburg high school small gestures of help help out Stephanie Spanglish deathly are part of a pal 
program that identifies and works with students often excluded from teenage inner circles once you talk to 
them there's totally 
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you talk to them there's totally different than what they may seem like earlier this year one such student 
considered suicide the girls depression frightened Stephanie we got her some help and she she's a lot better 
than I think this is a garden spot of the wall boosterism is not restricted to the chamber of commerce not 
when merchants are keeping faith on Main Street trying desperately to survive the mauling of America not 
when James Madison University offers educational highways to a host of dreams and ambitions not when 
local historian no people by their face by their first name and of course sometimes you know a whole lot 
more about them than the maybe we should now every small town in America aspires to or must have 
bragging rights about something regardless in Harrisonburg it's the turkey that's right the Turks don't win this 
noble fowl primes virginia's economic pomp in 1999 with 200 million dollars in gross income thus the title the 
turkey capital of the nation starting to sprawl new faces new neighbors traffic and more traffic sound familiar 
some concerns are contemporary and real this city is growing rather rapidly and | think some people might 
prefer that it not drugs his problem there's a big thing that worries most of us Shambhala bit the way they 
were families don't sit down to eat anymore at six o'clock in the evening or whenever it is back in the late 40s 
I'd you most everybody's Harrisonburg [Music] 
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everything's changed but nothing's changed not all that much in small-town America and for that we remain 
and begin another Larry woods marking the millennium in Harrisonburg Virginia in the 21st century a sea of 
change will envelop our homes it will be fueled by vast technologies completely transforming the way we live 
visionary architects powerful computers and skillful robots will be our tour guides on a journey through the 
millennium as our homes take on the shape of things to come [Music] it is the dawn of a new age a future 
that may bring miracle cures and affordable spirit that future hole for our homes and the decades to come we
